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Police 

thwart 

suicide

Swifl action by a quickly as- 
sembled team of Romulus po- 
lice officers last Friday night 
saved a 30-year-old Detroit 
man from committing suicide 
by leaping off an Interstate-94 
overpass. 

Lt. Eric Painter, operations 
commander, reported that the 
despondent man told police 
later that he had gotten into an 
argument with his family as he 
was driving west on 1-94 in Ro- 
mulus shortly after 7 p.m. Fri- 
day. 

Police quickly 
apprehended the 
man and took him 
to Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne 
for a psychiatric 
e xamination. 

He climbed out of his car 
and threatened to jump off the 
overpass, Painter said. Police 
were quickly notified and Offi- 
cer Phil Czemik was the first 
on the scene. 

Czemik halted westbound 
traffic on 1-94, as the man 
threatening suicide stated he 
would either jump off the over- 
pass or dart into on- coming 
traffic. 

Traffic flow was halted for 
about a half hour, Painter re- 
ported. 

In the meantime, fellow Ro- 
mulus police officers Ken 
Landstrom, Carolyn Vanneste, 
Cliff West and Matt Robertson 
and Sgt Ron Huggins arrived 
at the scene to assist Czernik. 

They slowly talked the sub- 
ject over to the corner of the 
overpass, so that if he jumped 
or fell he would land on a 
grassy area, Painter said. 

Finally Czernik moved close 
enough to grab the subject, but 
the man quickly broke loose 
and fell to the grass below. 

Police quickly appre- 
hended the man and took him 
to Annapolis Hospital in 
Wayne for a psychiatric exam- 
ination. 

Painter said he is submit- 
ting the police participants 
names for possible depart- 
mental commendations.

Teen gets 50 years 
sentence for killing

Richard Mills, a Romulus 
High School dropout, had a 
dream to visit Florida last 
year. 

Mills’ dream will be delayed 
anywhere from 35 to 50 years 
the court ruled Friday - the 
time he will spend in prison 
following his guilty plea in the 
slashing death of Romulus 
trucker Frederick G. Adair Sr. 

His friend, James Swazey, 
faces a similar fate. He will re- 
turn to court Sept. 10 when a 
judge will set a trial date for 
his murder trial. 

Romulus detectives claim 
that the two young men 
planned to steal a vehicle on 
Aug. 12, 1992 and travel to Flor- 
ida. 

When they spotted Adair 
apparently sleeping in the cab 
of his truck shortly before 2 
a.m., the pair decided they had 
found their vehicle. 

Despite having his throat 
slashed in the incident, Adair 


was able to drive his truck for 
a short distance from the park- 
ing lot at Joan Street and Mid- 
dlebelt Road. Suffering from a 
severe loss of blood, Adair 
blew the horn of his vehicle 
before stepping out of his 
truck shortly after it went out 
of control and landed in a 
ditch. 

Adair collapsed and died 
shortly after getting out of the 
truck, detectives said. 

Neighbors attracted by the 
horn blowing, notified police 
after spotting Adair’s body 
lying beside the truck. 

An intensive police hunt be- 
gan a short time later and De- 
tective Sgts. Dan Snyder, 
Gordon Malaniak and Cora 
Semrau worked around the 
clock that day. 

By 8 p.m. the two suspects 
were in custody. Detectives 
later praised the team work 
supplied by a dozen or more 
uniform officers as one of the 
reasons the case was solved so 
quickly 


City Hall, library project 
could cost $3.5 million

The planned asbestos re- 
moval and remodeling pro- 
jects for Romulus City Hall 
and the Romulus Public Li- 
brary could cost up to $3.5 mil- 
lion, members of the city 
council learned Monday night. 

The project will force the 
Public Library to relocate at 
the Mount Pleasant School for 
at least 11 months while as- 
bestos abatement and other 
projects are completed in the 
two city-owned buildings and 
will apparently begin this fall. 

The library will be moved to 
the school gymnasium in Sep- 
tember or October, with some 
of books and materials put into 
storage during the transition 


period. 

After the initial work on the 
library is completed, City Hall 
offices will move into the li- 
brary so that similar work can 
be done in that building. Upon 
completion of the City Hall 
work, city workers will return 
to their offices and final reno- 
vation work at the library will 
be completed. 

In addition to asbestos 
abatement and installation of 
sprinkler systems, both build- 
ings will undergo some reno- 
vations to provide handicap 
accessible facilities. 

While the bonding agree- 
ment approved by council 
members Monday night allows 
for sale of bonds up to 10 per- 
cent, council members were 
informed the amount could be 


as low as 6 percent (the cur- 
rent rate). 

City Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski said the bond- 
ing procedure will be adminis- 
tered through the building 
authority and will probably ex- 
tend over 20 years. 

“We see the $3.5 million fig- 
ure as a maximum,” 
Napiorkowski said, “that 
amount could be cut substan- . 
tially if bids reflect that lower 
amount. In addition, if we can 
lower that amount enough we 
might even be able to cut the 
number of years to 15.” 

Napiorkowski said “we ex- 
pect to let the bids in the next 
week or two now that council 
has approved the financial 
plan.” 


Schools file suit against city

A 17-page lawsuit demand- 
ing the City of Romulus stop 
using school tax revenue for 
Tax Increment Financing Au- 
thority projects has been filed 
in Wayne County Circuit Court. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
publicly asked City Clerk 
Linda Choate on Monday night 
“have we been served with suit 
papers yet?” 

Choate replied, “I haven’t 
seen anything.” 

But a check with Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. William 
Bedell’s office on Tuesday 
morning confirmed the lawsuit 
was filed late Monday follow- 
ing the direction of Romulus 
Community School Board 
members to press the action 
against the city. 

Board members voted 6-0 
July 26 to press the suit. School 
Trustee Debra Hoffman, who 
also serves as assistant city fi- 
nance officer, was on vacation 
and absent from that vote. 

The city and school board 
have apparently been squab- 
bling about funds in the TIFA 
account in recent years. That 
verbal battle broke out into 
the open recently as the city 
decided to extend TIFA plans 
to include numerous road pro- 
jects and a possible new pub- 
lic safety complex. 

For a period of time, school 
board members Dan Bales and 
Pat Patterson served on the lo-

cal TIFA board along with 
about 11 or 12 appointees of 
McAnally. 

Bales resigned from the 
TIFA board when he retired as 
school trustee. Patterson re- 
signed on July 26 citing a con- 
flict of interest. 

In addition, Rep. Greg 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor) reported 
that if the current tax plan 
holds up later this year, school 
funds will be deleted from fu- 
ture TIFA finances severely 
crippling or possibly even kill- 
ing their impact on commu- 
nities, based on the new tax 
cut approved in Lansing. 

Pitoniak tried to add a 
“trailer” to the tax cut plan 
that would have returned 
school funds to TIFA accounts.

but the proposal was not acted 
upon, he said. 

When questioned last week 
the school board attorney An- 
thony Heckemeyer said, “Ro- 
mulus schools are not so much 
opposed to the TIFA concept 
itself, but having school ftinds 
used without the district hav- 
ing controls some of those ac- 
tions.” 

He continued, “The school 
board feels that when voters 
approve a school millage, they 
do not want us diverting those 
funds for paving projects.” 

Heckemeyer said out-of- 
formula schools, such as Ro- 
mulus, are penalized by the 
state via TIFA projects as 
school funds used for such pro- 
jects are not refurbished by 
the state. He said in-formula 
schools do get compensated 
for TIFA project ftinds used. 

Pitoniak’s said the House of 
Representatives will recon- 
vene today in limited special 
meetings undoubtedly called 
to address their recent tax cut 
plan, how it was viewed by the 
voters and what possible re- 
placement taxes will be estab- 
lished. 


Council candidate challenges voters on tax issues, spending

Editor's note: This is the first 
in a series of articles on the can- 
didates vying for Romidus City 
Council posts in the November 
election. The first three articles 
will feature non-incumbents , fol- 
lowed by articles on the six in- 
cumbents . 

Mary Collins is no stranger 
to Romulus voters. 

But even the most ardent 
City Council watcher may be 
surprised with Collins first 
challenge of the campaign. 

Collins, 60, who ran unsuc- 
cessfully for a council seat in 
1991, is throwing out her first 
challenge not to any of her 
eight opponents this fall, but to 

you - the voter. 

“In the wake of recent Iro 


posal A fiasco, too many peo- 
ple have resigned themselves 
to the perception that nothing 
can be done until the Lansing 
politicians come up with an- 
other statement called a solu- 
tion,” she said. 

Collins, who currently is 
employed in the Treasurer’s 
Department of the City of 
Wayne, charges voters need to 
take control of governmental 
spending by sticking with two 
key slogans “No back-door tax 
hikes” and “Truth in spending 
policies.” 

She states “the proposals 
are equally applicable to 
school boards, county commis- 
sions, etc., but first should be 
introduced in the Romulus 
City Council to highlight voter 
support.” 

Collins plans a statement

shortly on the more recent tax 
cut issue voted by the Michi- 
gan State Legislature. 


Collins, who once served as 
secretary to the Romulus 
Council, charges that “since 
property taxes are already too 
high my first proposal is that 
millage rates be reduced each 
year, so that no more taxes are 
collected than the previous 
year unless higher spending 
can be clearly and openly jus- 
tified.” 

Such justification would be 
controlled by my second pro- 
posal, Collins continued. “I am 
proposing that annual spend- 
ing budgets be itemized, prior- 
itized and zero-based. Tthe 
public usually is told how 
much is to be spent in total. 
However, they should be given 
the itemized budget in enough 
detail so they can see exactly 
where and how it is intended 
to be spent.” 


In explaining her “zero- 
based budgets,” Collins said 
“if the city spent money last 
year for computers that were 
supposed to make it possible 
to reduce staff, this year’s bud- 
get should reflect reduced 
staff.” 

Collins, striking out at the 
city’s long term incumbents, 
states she feels it is time for a 
“fresh flow of ideas in Ro- 
mulus.. .as government should 
be the business of all of the 
people, all of the time - not a 
few forever” 

Bom in Findlay, Ohio, Col- 
lins (the former Mary Hatten) 
has lived in Romulus since she 
was six months old. 

A product of the Romulus 
school system, she graduated 
from. Romulus Senior High 
School in 1951. Collins also has 


a Bachelor of Science degree 
with a major in business and 
management from Detroit Col- 
lege of Business. She also has 
two Assessor I certificates. 

Married to Ronald W. Col- 
lins, they are the parents of 
seven adult children.

Schools seeing red

Western Wayne County 
school districts, along with 
other major school units 
across the state, are busily try- 
ing to put together alternative 
school finance plans to pre- 
sent to the Michigan legisla- 
tors this fall in the wake of the 
recent slashings of property 
taxes to fund schools. 

Dr. Larry Thomas, superin- 
tendent of the Wayne- 
Westland schools, met briefly 
with other school dbtrict 
leaders this past week to uegin 
discussing options in the fi- 
nancial crisis. 

Thomas said superinten- 
dents and other education 
leaders were shocked and dis- 
appointed that the Michigan 
House of Representatives and 
Senate voted for such a drastic 
cut in school revenues without 
offering a replacement fund 
arrangements before going 
into recess. 

“By slashing our tax reve- 
nues for 1994 they have killed 
our borrowing power,” 


Thomas said, “and for Wayne- 
Westland it is critical since we 
have a millage election coming 
up probably in October.” 

An effort is being made now 
by the so-called “Big 11 School 
Districts” which includes 
Wayne-Westland, Detroit and 
Dearborn for a joint meeting 
this month to allow educators 
to have a major impact on fu- 
ture educational funding is- 
sues statewide. 

“No date has been set for 
that meeting yet,” Thomas ex- 
plained. 

In Romulus, Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. William Be- 
dell remains extremely 
concerned about the sudden 
and massive tax cut. 

“No matter what Gov. John 
Engler and the legislators end 
up doing, they have to leave lo- 
cal school districts with some 
options, or they will totally 
strip the motivation forces 
from the system,” Bedell said. 

“I have absolutely no idea, 
which way the state is headed 
in this matter. I hear talks of 
district mergers, voucher sys- 
tems, etc. The bottom line is 


the public does not want to 
give up local control of their 
schools," Bedell continued. 
“One thing is certain if this tax 
cut holds is the ‘in formula’ 
and ‘out of formula’ status will 
be dead.” 

Romulus is currently out of 
formula, while the Wayne- 
Westland schools are in for- 
mula. 

Bedell said Romulus needs 
to formulate a district position 
and then travel to Lansing and 
press it with the Engler admin- 
istration and the state legisla- 
tors if necessary. 

“Once the high school con- 
struction is completed, we will 
need to invite them to come to 
Romulus also to view our tech- 
nical set-up," Bedell said. 

Bedell is opposed to what 
he considers Engler’s desires 
to kill free education and to 
impose a voucher system. 

Limited knowledge of what 
that voucher system would in- 
clude scares many educators, 
Bedell said. 

“What was explained to me 
is let’s say each child was to be 
awarded a $5,000 voucher, one

half would be allocated to the 
student and the other half to 
his normal school district or 
school within the district,” Be- 
dell said. “What confuses us is 
if the student opts for another 
school or district, what hap- 
pens to the half set aside for 
that school or district?” 


Wayne-Westland millage vote set

Members of the Wayne- 
Westland board of education 
set an October millage date 
and approved a pay-to-partici- 
pate program Monday night. 

With only five of the seven 
board trustees present, a mill- 
age date of Oct. 18 was ap- 
proved but action on the 
establishment of a millage rate 
was postponed until the Aug. 
23 meeting. At that meeting, 
absent board trustees Leonard 
Posey and Vicki Welty are ex- 
pected to be present. 

The five board trustees aiso 
approved a recommendation 
of Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Larry Thomas to adminis- 
ter a pay-to- participate pro- 
gram which relies partially on 
Community Support for a Com- 
plete Education (CSCE), a com- 
munity fundraising 
organization for extracurricu- 
lar activities. 

The school district is antici- 
pating that CSCE members 
will realize a total of $90,000 
before the beginning of the fall 
semester. This money would 
reduce the pay-to-particlpate 
cost to $167 per student (grades 
nine through 12) for all athle- 
tics, marching band and cheer- 
leading. Ninth graders will be 
permitted to try’ out for high 
school junior varsity’ teams. 

Secondary and vocal music 
participants will pay $25 each 
under the pay-to-participate 
program. Students participat- 
ing in forensics, operetta/musi- 
cal, drama and newspaper 
would be required to pay $15 
each. 


Intramural activities for stu- 
dents in grades seven through 
nine will cost $10 per student. 
Intramural activities are after- 
school activities in which stu- 
dents from one school partici- 
pate against one another in a 
team activity. These activities 
will be developed according to 
student interest, according to 
board members. 

If CSCE members do not 
provide the entire $90,000, the 
school district will be account- 
able for the remainder of the 
nr rey from the general fund, 
I ^y-io-Participate Committee 
Director Greg Baracy said. 

"I believe we should be cou- 
rageous when it comes to our 
students," Thomas said. 

The original pay-to-partici- 
pate cost was determined to be 
$365, however, committee 
members determined this cost 
to be too great and offered 
some solutions. 

With the elimination of the 
junior high school athletic pro- 
grams, the deletion of the cost 
of custodial support and the 
high school athletic director/ 
administrator salary from the 
pay-to-particlpate cost, the 
board members were able to 
reduce the cost to $167. 

The Wayne Memorial Band 
and Orchestra Boosters pre- 
sented a position paper to the 
board stating their opposition 
to charging marching band 
members the same cost as 
athletes. 

The boosters group, repre- 
sented by member Kathleen 
Chorbagian, said a lower rate 
should be set for marching 
band because the boosters 
raise much of the money 


needed to run the program. 

“We feel that for the district 
to double dip the parents of 
Marching Band is unethical 
and would alienate one of the 
most supportive groups in the 
entire district," Chorbagian 
said. 

Custodial services and ath- 
letic director’s salaries will be 
paid by the district unless 
CSCE provides adequate fund- 
ing to assist with these costs as 
well. 

CSCE members hope to col- 
lect more than the anticipated 
$90,000, Baracy said. 

In addition, the board ap- 
proved Thomas’ recommenda- 
tion to allow all after-school 
groups to use the facilities if 
they pay for the building 
space. 

“We should offer the same 
opportunities to ail other seg- 
ments of the community,” 
Thomas said. 

CSCE is awaiting state and 
federal approval to be consid- 
ered a legal fundraising orga- 
nization. As soon as they 
receive the approval, CSCE 
President Don Mead said, they 
will begin fundraising efforts. 

This proposed pay-to-partic- 
ipate program allows for equal 
opportunity’ for girls athletics 
and ninth graders will be in- 
cluded in the high school pro- 
grams, differing from the 1990 
program. Committee members 
took this action to cut costs and 
encourage students to stay in 
the district, rather than trans- 
fer to a district that has the 
programs, they said. 

"We feel we are providing 
equal activities for both girls 
and boys." Wayne Memorial 


Athletic Director Bill Hawley 
said. 

Students who qualify for 
Federal Free and Reduced 
Student Lunch Program meet 
the criteria to apply for a hard- 
ship waiver and may qualify 
for a reduced or waived fee to 
be determined by the building 
principal. 

A minimum number of stu- 
dents will be required to con- 
tinue each sporting event and 
no refunds are given to stu- 
dents who pay-to- participate, 
except when an activity is can- 
celed due to lack of 
participation. 

Gate receipts will increase 
to $3 for adults and $2 for stu- 
dents and no free passes will 
be permitted. 

Families who have children 
participating in three or more 
activities will receive a 50-per- 
cent fee reduction with a maxi- 
mum charge of$417 per family. 

In the event that funds are 
provided from outside sources, 
such as CSCE and/or a success- 
ful millage campaign which in- 
cludes program restoration, a 
refund procedure will be de- 
veloped.

Dinosaurs - particularly 
purple ones - seem to be the 
craze today. 

But, Romulus City Clerk 
Linda Choate doesn’t feel di- 
nosaurs belong in voting pre- 
cincts on election day. 

Choate, is urging City Coun- 
cil members to attend a pre- 
sentation at 9:30 a.m. today on 
one of two types of electonlc 
voting systems approved in 
Michigan. The city clerk said a 
representative for AccuVote 
vote tabulation system will 
visit Romulus City Hall to 
demonstrate the voting tech- 
nology and answer any ques- 
tions on its procedures. 

At a later date, she said a 
representative of the second 
system, Optech III-P Eagle, 
will be asked to provide a simi- 
lar demonstration. 

The cost to equip all 17 Ro- 
mulus precincts with the new 
technology will run about 
$150,000. But the old equip- 
ment nicknamed “the dino- 
saurs” because of their size 
and weight (900 pounds each) 
are becoming expensive to re- 
pair and physically dangerous 
for city workers to move about. 

Some of the Romulus voting 
machines date back to the 
1930s. 

“I keep telling workers not 
to try to stop them if they fall, 
because they could crush any 
laborer at worst or smash 
arms, legs or other body parts 
at best,” Choate said. 

In addition the “dinosaurs” 
also create massive storage 
problems both at City Hall and 
at various schools (used as lo- 
cal polling sites.) 

The storage problem will 
grow even worse after upcom- 
ing remodeling is completed 
inside City Hall, she said. "I’ve 
been told that the hallways 
(where the election machines 
are stored) will be much nar- 
rower when the alterations are 
completed here. 
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Youth to be charged in shooting death 


‘David C- Drown ‘funeral D form

A 15-year-old youth is being 
charged with involuntary man- 
slaughter and felony firearms 
charges in the death ofl5-year- 
old Robert MacMain of West- 
land, who died after being shot 
in the head April 11. 

Danny Haas appeared be- 
fore Washtenaw County Juve- 
nile Court Judge Nancy 
Francis for a preliminary 
hearing Wednesday. A plea of 
not guilty was entered for 
Haas, who is in his parents' 
custody. 

Haas, a friend of MaclVlain’s, 
is being charged with inten- 
tionally aiming a firearm with- 
out malice, a form of 
manslaughter, said Washtenaw 
County Juvenile Prosecutor 
Donna White. 

Haas will also be tried on 
felony firearms charges and 
faces a pre- trial hearing in 
Washtenaw County Juvenile 
Court on Aug. 20. 

If convicted, he could be 
placed in a juvenile facility 
until the age of 19, White said. 


MacMain and his 19-year- 
old brother, Billy, were inside 
the family home on the 8200 
block of Fremont, with other 
neighborhood teenagers at 
about 12:30 p.m. when a shot 
rang through the house, police 
said. 

The shooting occurred 
when Haas picked up a loaded 
.50 caliber black- powder rifle 
and shot MacMain in the head 
while he was talking on the 
telephone, police said. 

Neighbors said the Mac- 
Main’s, former Upper Penin- 
sula residents, were avid deer 
hunters and kept firearms in 
the house. 

“They (MacMains) knew 
what they were doing and the 
kid that pulled the trigger 
didn’t,” a neighbor requesting 
anonymity said. 

MacMain, who made the 
large-caliber deer rifle, al- 
legedly loaded the gun to pro- 
tect himself from a man who 
had been threatening him for 
several weeks, neighbors said. 
The man, who allegedly lived 
on the same block, threatened

It is estimated that 15 million 
Americans suffer from asthma, a 
condition that results in coughing, 
chest tightness, shortness of breath, 
and wheezing. 

Fortunately, asthma is a common 
and treatable disease. Through 
education about the disease itself, 
its causes, and its treatments, a 
person w ith asthma can live a 
normal, healthy life. 

Symptoms can begin in childhood 

Asthma often begins in child- 
hood: however some children 
“outgrow" it. 

When an asthma attack occurs, 
the individual's breathing airways 
narrow or swell, making it difficult 
to breathe.

help “open up," or reduce inflam- 
mation in the lungs. Different types 
of inhalers are available to treat the 
various forms and degrees of asthma. 

Inhalers are extremely effective 
and safe if used correctly. Asthma 
patients need to be educated 
regarding proper inhaler use. 

In more severe asthma cases, 
other medications may be needed. 


Peak flow meters: 

Educational tools 
A peak flow meter can help 
asthma patients determine the 
degree of narrowing in their airways. 
The meter can measure the severity 
of an asthma attack, w hich informs 
the patient how much medication or 
inhaler puffs are necessary to 
counter the attack. If peak flow 
rates fail to go down, patients know 
to contact their physician.

Half a horse? 

It isn’t often we find ourselves in agreement with both 
Democrats and Republicans in the both our State House of 
Representatives and the Senate. 

But this latest boondoggle regarding the reduction of 
property tax finding of schools has us in ftill agreement 
with legislators from both parties and in both branches of 
government. Those with whom we agree, however, are 
those who are most strongly opposed to the actions of their 
counterparts. What are these people thinking of? 

Their actions can probably most adequately be de- 
scribed as less than responsible. And perhaps the best 
analogy we’ve heard compares the approval of this plan to 
cut property tax as the means of funding schools as the 
purchase of “a two-legged horse.” 

While there can be no criticism of any effort to find a 
means to more equitably finance schools and provide a 
reasonable level of education to every child in the state, 
we stand amazed that these elected leaders would arbi- 
trarily eliminate the property tax handing without having 
an alternate method in place. 

Can it be that they do not realize the position in which 
they have left school districts throughout the state? Par- 
ents and community activists, along with school board 
members and school district administrators are left in 
limbo-they do not know whether to continue the exhaust- 
ing and time-consuming efforts at planning and schedul- 
ing millage elections, or allow precious time to elapse as 
they wait for a plan from the state. 

And what of the property owners? Certainly, every one 
who pays any type of property tax is rejoicing at the pros- 
pect of a 65-percent reduction in the amount paid? But 
most who are a bit jaded and weary of the usual outcome 
when a tax-cut sounds too good to be true are suspicious, 
indeed of the apparent lack of alternate school financing. 

Where will the finding be realized? Will there be an 
increase in state income tax? Will there be an increase in 
state sales tax? Will businesses, once again, be forced to 
bear yet another tax burden thereby putting more busi- 
nesses in jeopardy and threatening the jobs and economy? 

We don’t know the answer, but we suspect that a combi- 
nation of all of the above may be enacted by the legisla- 
ture. What we cannot agree with is the half measures 
implemented. 

It is, in fact, a half a horse. And, in examining the situa- 
tion, we are convinced we know which half. And we are 
beginning to suspect that those who allowed this to hap- 
pen in this manner strongly resemble exactly that portion 
of the horse we presently have. 

Sign of the times 

It isn’t just an urban phenomenon any more. It’s here, 
it’s now and it’s a serious threat to our community. 

Gangs. Gangs of teens who have united to find the iden- 
tity they seek and to establish themselves as individuals 
and members of a support group, such as it might be. And 
these are, in many cases, very young people whose needs 
are not being met at home and who’s parents would never 
suspect their involvement or participation in such a group. 

But it is becoming a serious concern in many commu- 
nities. And many local police departments are taking as- 
sertive and preventive action to stop the gang activity 
before such involvement escalates into the type of urban 
crime so common today in many inner city areas. 

Think it can’t happen here? Think drive-by shootings, 
gang wars and robberies and rapes as initiation rites are 
far fetched items only for places like New York and Los 
Angeles? Think again. 

It can and will happen here unless parents pay atten- 
tion and help police do their jobs. It can and will happen 
here, sooner than we’d like to think unless action is taken 
now to prevent young people from seeking the solace of a 
family in a group of their peers. 

We urge parents to pay attention, watch for the warning 
signs and be involved in their children’s lives. Workshops 
are ongoing in many communities where grafitti, gang at- 
tire and vandalism have occurred. 

The police know and understand they are dealing now 
with the crime of the fliture and that it must be stopped 
now-and that the strongest deterrent is information.

The Michigan Legislature 
displayed true courage this 
week when it confronted the 
longstanding dilemmas of 
property tax relief and school 
finance reform.

Belleville Lake may be 
small in size, but the number 
of boats that utilize its waters 
is large. 

In essence, that sums up the 
major problem for the Marine 
Division of Van Buren Towns- 
hip Public Safety Department - 
scores of boats vying for space 
to sail and cruise on the six- 
mile-long lake. Waterskiiers, 
sailboats, pontoon boats and 
numerous pleasure crafts take 
to the water during the busy 
summer season. 

When the temperatures 
soar, the number of boats on 
the lake increases propor- 
tionately. 

The duty of the marine offi- 
cers who patrol the lake is to 
keep the “pleasure” in plea- 


sure boating by performing 
safety inspections, aiding 
stranded boaters and enforc- 
ing safety regulations. 

“Lack of adequate life 
jackets is the most common vi- 
olation that marine officers 
find during their inspections,” 
said Van Buren Township Pub- 
lic Safety Director Mark 
Perkins. 

Personal flotation devices 
are required for each pas- 
senger on a boat. Often, ma- 
rine officers find that boat 
owners do not have the correct 
combination of children’s and 
adults’ flotation devices to 
match the passengers on 
board, he said. 

“Lack of knowledge about 
boating safety rules is a major 
concern of marine officers. 
Many new boaters don’t know 


about speed laws, wake regu- 
lations and signaling,” Perkins 
said. 

The public safety directed 
noted that the most common 
accidents are caused by an en- 
gine that is too big or heavy for 
the craft, riding on the gun- 
wale (upper edge of boat side), 
damage from wakes, dan- 
gerous and reckless operation 
and explosion and fires during 
fueling. 


Alcohol also is a factor in 
many accidents, he said. 

A new boating law, which 
took effect this year, has stiff- 
ened penalties for boaters op- 
erating their vessels under the 
influence of alcohol. 

Conviction of drunken boat- 
ing can result in penalties that 
include 90 days In jail, 45 days 
community service, suspen- 
sion of boating privileges for 
up to one year and fines.

His appearances also in- 
cluded performing with The 
Next Ice Age in Baltimore, Md 
where he debuted a very po- 
etic piece to Tschaikowsky’s 
Sixth Symphony 

He has also starred in the 
various productions at the 
Wayne Community Center. 

Driscoll said it was when he 
was 11 years old he started to 
take skating lessons profes- 
sionally. 

“The best feeling you get 
from skating is when you land 
from a jump or a twist," Dris- 
coll said.

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Firefighters meet for training

It’s a bit like summer school, 
only the results are far more 
important. 

More than 200 firefighters 
will be participating in a sum- 
mer program which will bene- 


fit citizens from Westland and 
surrounding communities in 
the event that mutual aid is re- 
quired to fight a fire. 

Westland firefighters are 
uniting with firefighters 
throughout the area to im- 
prove fire response in their re- 
spective communities. 


"The whole idea is to build 
a better rapport,” Westland 
Assistant Fire Chief Mike 
Reddy said. 

Firefighters from the West- 
land and Wayne Fire Depart- 
ment completed training last 
week which included review- 
ing water relay operations, stu-

dying hose load procedures 
and the differences between 
their respective pumpers. 

Participating firefighters 
are being trained in water re- 
lay operations, which involve 
the assistance of a second fire 
department which pumps wa- 
ter from their city hydrant 
through their fire engine and 
into the other city’s fire engine. 

By receiving instruction on 
differing hose load pro- 
cedures, firefighters will be 
able to assist other fire depart- 
ments more effectively by hav 
ing a quicker response time 
unloading the hose, Reddy 
said. 

The Westland Fire Depart- 
ment is currently working with 
Garden City firefighters and 
has plans to train with Canton 
Township and Livonia Fire 
Departments as well. 

All three shifts train with 
firefighters from a boarding 
city for five to six hours becom- 
ing familiar with the other 
firefighters, their procedures 
and equipment, Reddy said. 

“Every department has dif- 
ferences as to how they do 
things. They meet with each 
other and discuss the differ- 
ences/’ Reddy said. 


Alleged pedophile stands trial

Alleged child molester Gary 
Stephen Greenwell was or- 
dered to stand trial Thursday 
on three charges of first- 
degree criminal sexual con- 
duct (CSC) by Ann Arbor Cir- 
cuit Judge William Ager.

Greenwell initially was ar- 
rested May 26 for allegedly as- 
saulting a business associate’s 
9-year-old son. A district mag- 
istrate later ordered Green 


well held on a $1 million bond 
when Washtenaw sheriff’s dep- 
uties discovered boxes of sexu- 
ally explicit home-made child 
pornography, plus 59 bags of 
marijuana, marijuana plants 
and 100 LSD tablets in his Su- 
perior Township home. 

Investigators continue to 
sort through some 1,700 video 
cassettes to determine if and 
exactly how many children 
may have been molested in 
Greenwell’s home. 

A successful executive pro- 
ducer with the Bloomfield 
Hills-based Ross Roy advertis- 
ing firm, Greenwell also is 
charged with four counts of 
second degree CSC. Each sex- 
ual assault charge is divided 
among several individuals, in- 
cluding three attacks on an 


8-year-old boy, police said. 
Conviction means a mandatory 
life sentence. 

Greenwell attended Stot- 
tlemeyer Elementary School, 
Marshall Junior High School 
and graduated from John 
Glenn High School in 1976. He 
was an editorial writer on the 
John Glenn student news- 
paper The Explorer for two 
years and was an honors grad- 
uate. 

In Sept. 1982 Greenwell 
pleaded guilty to a reduced 
charge of contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor in con- 
nection with the alleged sex- 
ual molestation of a 
Washtenaw County youngster. 
He served 59 days of a 90-day 
sentence, was ordered to pay 
medical expenses to the boy’s 


parents and to refrain from 
contacting any person under 
age 18. 

Greenwell was a successful 
television commercial and in- 
house video producer at the 
time of his May arrest, heading 
production of large corporate 
accounts for Ross Roy. 

Unique in several ways, one 
woman said, Greenwell was 
unafraid to help promote 
friends’ careers and helped an 
acquaintance found and de- 
velop a flourishing Canton 
Township set-designing firm. 
In three years, with Green- 
well’s guidance, the owner was 
able to leave a factory job and 
build a thriving 10-employee 
company. 

“Gary’s simply a genius,” the 
woman added.

Appropriately named, 
Acura’s 1993 Legend steps into 
the next generation of an 
amazing short existence on 
high ground. 

Powered by an a 1 1 - 
aluminum 3.2L, 24-valve V6 
cranking a respectable 200 
horses, Legend (LS Sedan 
tested) angles down the road 
in one of the most remarkably 
contoured outer shells this 
side ofthe flooded Mississippi, 
bar none. 

Sweeping, low-slung lines 
mark Legend as essentially a 
vehicle in its own class. Cad- 
illac, BMW, Mercedes and In- 
finiti, able and prized touring 
sedans in the $40- to $45,000 
price range, are no match in 
the Legend $36,000 category, 
although the Lexus ES300 and 
the J30 (Infiniti) are first-rate 
competitors. 

Road handling is precise 
and tight with now standard 
speed-sensitive rack-and- 
pinion steering and widely 
spaced double wishbone front 
and rear suspension. Honda 
engineers also have designed 
a valve mechanism on the 
Acura gas-pressurized shocks 
that allows valves to open and 
close progressively (Honda 
Progressive Valve or HPV), 
further enhancing the shocks 
response to quick wheel move- 
ments.

$100,000 credit card scam squelched

Two Westland men and a Plymouth Township 
man and his mother have been apprehended by 
Romulus Police and federal Secret Service 
agents in connection with a $100,000 credit card 
fraud case that included the theft of cash, racing 
car parts and exercise equipment. 

The stolen credit card numbers also were used 
to obtain cash advances from a Romulus topless 
bar known as the “Play House” on Middlebelt 
Road, police said. Federal charges are pending 
against one of the bar’s employees. 

Arraigned Wednesday in Federal Court of De- 
troit on credit card fraud charges were Bernard 
Joseph Pavone Jr., 28, Plymouth Township and his 
mother, Gloria Theresa Tactac, 56, also of Plym- 
outh Township. 


The stolen credit card numbers also 
were used to obtain cash advances 
from a Romulus topless bar known 
as the " Play House ” on Middlebelt 

Road. 


Pavone was freed on $20,000 cash bond and his 
mother on $10,000 cash bond. A pre-trial confer- 
ences is slated for the pair on Aug. 10 in Federal 
Court. 

It is charged that Tactac was illegally obtaining 
credit card receipts from her employer (an area 
hairdressing chain). The numbers from those re- 
ceipts then were used for the five-state credit 


card scam. The states where the scams were re- 
ported were California, North Carolina, Ar- 
kansas, Florida and Ohio. 

Romulus Police Lt. David Early, head of the 
special services bureau, said Philip Andrew 
Stenning, 34, of Westland, had been arrested ear- 
lier by Romulus police on a charge of larceny 
under $100. He pleaded guilty to the charge on 
May 5 in 35th District Court in Northville. 

A second Westland resident, a 27 -year-old man, 
also had been apprehended Feb. 18, 1993 by Ro- 
mulus Police and is now facing federal fraud 
charges. 

Early said the investigation began in February 
after Romulus police received a complaint from 
an Ohio high-performance auto parts supplier, 
who said large quantities of auto goods which had

John Ray Davis, 41, from West- 
land, allegedly robbed the Tubs and 
Tumblers in Wayne 12:45 a.m.

Mel Drews. Davis was allegedly as- 
sisted by Tina Longo (alias Dawn 
Davis). 

Longo is expected to appear in 
Recorder’s Court Jan. 24, 1994. 

Both suspects were arraigned 
May 5 in the 29th District Court on 
charges of armed robbery. 

“They took cash from the night 
clerk at gun point,” Drews said. 
“They were arrested by the Michi- 
gan State Police. Other police de- 
partments including Canton and 
Taylor have armed robbery charges 
pending for them.” 

Longo received a $100,000 cash 
bond, and Davis received a $200,000 
cash bond. Drews said Davis has a 
lengthy criminal record with armed 
robbery and has already spent sev- 
eral years in prison on previous 
armed robbery convictions.

McPherson posted 10 
percent of a $10,000 bond. 

He allegedly pointed a gun at two 
women coming out of the MKJ 
Bingo Hall in Wayne, 35412 east 
Michigan Ave., at approximately 
9:50 p.m. June 18, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 

“The two ladies were exiting the 
Bingo Hall when they were con- 
fronted by a 17-year-old black male 
who was brandishing a gun,” Drews 
said. “He demanded they give him 
their money. He fled the scene in a 
vehicle.” 

McPherson was arrested by a 
Wayne County sheriff after Wayne 
police notified other precincts of 
the incident.

Death claims life 
of 3-year-old

A 3-year-old Westland girl’s battle with a lung disease 
ended last week when pneumonia ended her valiant 
fight to survive. 

Samantha Rose Lawson fought a lifelong battle with 
Bronchial Pulmonary Displasia (BPD), a developed 
bronchial disorder that afflicted her from birth. BPD a 
variety infections which are treated with steroids and 
antibiotics, Samantha’s father Ray V. Lawson said. 

Samantha and a twin were bom prematurely, weigh- 
ing only 1 pound, 5 ounces. Her twin brother, Kyle, lived 
just one day after birth because his lungs were not com- 
pletely developed, Lawson said. 

Samantha was taken to Henry Ford Hospital in De- 
troit after developing arthritis in December 1992. She 
was diagnosed with Lupus, a rare immune system dis- 
ease for a young child to develop, which caused inflam- 
mation of her joints, her father said. 

Samantha was treated with steroids to ease the pain, 
but the combination of the bronchial disorder and the 
steroids further weakened the small child who came 
down with pneumonia and was re- admitted to Henry 
Ford Hospital in June. 

The little girl spent a few weeks at the hospital and 
was transferred to Children’s Hospital in Detroit. 

Although doctors at Children’s Hospital did not tell 
Lawson his daughter’s illness was fatal, they did tell him 
it was a very serious disease. 

Samantha spent the last week of her life in an inten- 
sive care unit at the hospital, where her mother, Carl 
Lawson, said her heart stopped twice and she was re- 
vived with cardiovascular pulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR).

Caryl Lawson said her daughter was kept on medica- 
tion to keep her blood pressure up, but doctors told her 
the medication was painful to her daughter and it would 
only be a matter of time before she died. Lawson’s par- 
ents decided against continuing the administration of 
the drugs, Ray V. Lawson said. 

Samantha died July 26 of respiratory failure. The fu- 
neral was at Uht Funeral Home on July 28. She was 
buried in Cadillac Memorial Gardens West in Westland. 

Her family requested that any memorial donations be 
sent to Children’s Hospital. 


New Wayne library plans 'on hold'

Is there a future for a new technological library in the City 
of Wayne? 

Odds are that with the drastic property tax cuts being 
proposed by the state legislature, a new plan may have to be 
researched, according to city officials. 

Last week Wayne resident Scott Press asked council mem- 
bers where the library construction project stands at this 
time. 

“The state legislature altered the property tax of the state 
which has caused the administration here to look at alterna- 
tives for funding a new library,” City Manager John Zech 
said. “We’re disappointed to have to put the project ori hold 
for the time being. 

“If they had not altered the property tax, we would be 
going forward with the construction of the library.” 

On Aug. 19, Gov. John Engler is expected to sign a $6.3 
billion property tax cut which is the largest in Michigan 
history; according to state officials. 


Wayne Finance Director Tom Norwood said the cuts be- 
ing made will reduce the Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) budget by approximately 40 percent. 

“We have a $2 million DDA budget,” Norwood said. “To 
say what will happen right now with the library is a bit 
premature because the legislature has to give the other side 
of the issue on funding schools.” 

Norwood said the state is required to fund education in 
one way or another so some type of millage could be 
proposed. 

The property tax cut affects the general fund as a whole, 
according to Zech. 

“No downtown improvement projects, however, in place 
with the DDA now will be affected because the property tax 
issue will not take place until next year,” Zech said. “Our 
DDA budget for next year, however, will be considerably 
different.” 

There are a few alternatives to try and continue the pro- 
gress of building a new library; and one method would be a

Man charged in mallet attack of wife

A Westland man. accused of beating his wife with a rub 
ber mallet, waived his preliminary court examination 
Thursday before 18th District Judge C. Charles Bokos.

Vansant is accused of beating his wife of 32 years in the 
head with a rubber mallet while she was sitting in the family 


room of their home watching television, Westland police 
said. 

According to police reports, Vansant approached his wife 
from behind and without provocation struck her forcefully 
in the back of the head approximately four times with a 
rubber mallet. 

Rebecca Vansant told police she fell forward from the 
blows and struck her forehead on something which caused 
lacerations and that her husband held her down on the floor 
for approximately one hour before calling an ambulance, 
police said. 

Rebecca Vansant was taken to Garden City Hospital

attempt 

foiled

An armed, masked man at- 
tempted to rob the Arbor Drug 
Store on Glenwood Road in 
Westland Sunday morning, 
Westland police said. 

A 17-year-old stockboy at 
the store had taken some gar- 
bage out and was re-entering 
the building at approximately 
10:05 a.m., police said, when he 
was approached from behind 
by the masked man armed 
with a small pocket knife who 
said, “Get me the money and I 
won’t hurt you.” 

The victim responded, “OK” 
and walked through the dou- 
ble doors into the retail area of 
the building where he told two 
other employees to leave the 
area and then went down an 
aisle and escaped through the 
front door, police said. 

The two employees locked 
themselves in a back office 
and never saw the robber, po- 
lice said. 

During the robbery attempt, 
a 70-year-old Westland man, 
who was waiting at the phar- 
macy counter, saw the alleged 
robber in the back room 
through a window in the dou- 
ble doors, police said. The 
Westland man told police he 
recognized the perpetrator as 
the man he had seen leaning 
against the store west wall a 
few minutes earlier, police 
said. 

A 34-year-old Wayne woman 
walking along Newburgh Road 
also observed the man walking 
alongside the store before the 
incident, police said. 

A second 34-year-old Wayne 
woman entered the building 
through the back door and en- 
countered the man asking him 
if the manager was inside the 
store. 

The man responded, M I 
don’t know who is there, but 
they better hurry with the 
money or I’ll shoot you.” 

The Wayne woman walked 
past the subject into the retail 
area, realized what was going 
on, and exited the front doors, 
police said. 

According to police, no one 
saw the man leave the building 
and nothing was stolen from 
the store. 

The robber is described as a 
5-feet, 10-inch tall male in his 
30s with shoulder-length dark 
hair. He was wearing large 
dark sunglasses, a red ban- 
dana. red t-shirt, faded blue 
jeans and boots, police said.

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Radio operators prepare for disaster 

In the event of a disaster, a group of local amateur radio 
operators is prepared to bridge the communications gap for 
area residents. 

To enhance their skills, the local “hams” participated in a 27- 
hour field day in Sumpter Township setting up field equipment 
using emergency power sources and contacting as many ham 
stations as possible. 

“This exercise challenged individual capabilities as well as 
demonstrated the emergency preparedness capabilities of ama- 
teur radio in general,” said Inkster resident Dale Konyha, one of 
the participants in the event. “The purpose of the field day was 
to promote the emergency preparedness of ham amateur radio 
operators in responding to and assisting in major disasters.” 

The Radio Active Communications Club of Southeast Michi- 
gan is comprised of male and female amateur radio operators 
between the age of 12 through 65 and older.. 

“We have the capability of world wide communication,” said 
participant Mark Droilas. “During our field day experience we 
staged competitions and instructions to keep us on our toes.” 

Driolas said he started listening to short wave radio broad- 
casts at the age of 5 or 6, and gradually became a ham operator 
himself. 

In addition to their radio communications, the participants 
camped at the Oakville-Waltz Road site, pitching tents and cook- 
ing their meals on the site. 

Public service communications have been a traditional re- 
sponsibility„of, the Amateur Radio Service since 1913 when ama- 
teurs at the University of Michigan and Ohio State University 
successfully bridged the communications gap surrounding a 
large isolated area left by a severe windstorm in the Midwest, 
according to Luck Hurder, deputy manager of the American 
Radio Relay League, (ARRL) Inc. In the early days, such disaster 
work was spontaneous and without previous organization of any 
kind. Currently, disaster work is a highly organized part of the 
day-to-day operation of the Amateur Radio Emergency Service 
and the National Traffic System, both sponsored by ARRL. 

Amateur radio operators have provided comunicatiors dur- 
ing the Mexico City earthquake, brush fires in California, torna- 
does in the Midwest and hurricanes on the East Coast In the 
current flood situation along the Mississippi, ham operators un- 
doubtedly are on duty aiding communication in the flood- 
ravished states.

Romulus address. 

Local police learned deliv- 
eries had been made to un 
knowing tenants of Pavone in 
Romulus, Early said. Other de 
liveries had been shipped to 
vacant houses in Northville 
Township, Dearborn Heights 
and other locations. 

Surveillance led Romulus 
police officers to a delivery of 
merchandise to Stenning at a 
vacant condominium in North 
ville Township. 

Early said Stenning then de 
livered the stolen goods to the 
unindicted man in Westland. 

Romulus and other local po 
lice then exercised search 
warrants at the homes of the 
unnamed Westland man, Sten 
ning and Pavone on Feb. 18. 

The searches uncovered 
more than $50,000 worth of 
stolen car parts and related 
equipment at the Westland 
man’s residence. 

In addition, Early said, ap- 


proximately 200 partial credit 
card receipts were discovered. 
Other records were found at 
Pavone’s home in Plymouth 
Township. 

Romulus police then asked 
for assistance from the U.S. Se- 
cret Service and a second 
search warrant was executed 
on March 18 at the Pavone 
home.

WOMEN OF INDIA CONTINUE TO STRUGGLE FOR TRUE LIBERATION" 


The colors of the rainbow 
enveloped the Wayne Commu- 
nity Center last week as the 
Women of India greeted guests 
from the Wayne Seniors. 

Host Rani Vasireddy pro- 
vided a brief synopsis of the 
changing role of women of In- 
dia during a 5,000-year period. 

“The women’s role in India 
is a long story, always dictated 
and restricted by the times in 
which she lived,” Vasireddy 
said. “This is better under- 
stood by making a comparative 
study of the roles played by 
women in various periods of 
Indian history.” 

Vasireddy explained in the 
early periods of history women 
enjoyed a high social status, 
but due to feudalism and for- 
eign invasion, this gradually 
faded. 

“If we look back 5,000 years 
to the Vedic period, the high 
level of Indian culture was due 
to the high social status given 
to Indian women,” Vasireddy 
said. “In fact, during this pe- 
riod a girl was not even al- 
lowed to marry until she had 
completed her education. 

“It was a matriarchal soci- 
ety, where the sons and hus 
bands were called after their 
mothers’ or wives’ names.” 

Vasireddy introduced the 
various Women of India to the 
guests with the first one de 
scribed as the Vedic women. 

‘ Observe her dress,” 
Vasireddy said. “Her move 
meats are not restricted, and 
siie is very close to nature, 
wearing flowers and little jew- 
elry. Basically men and women 
dressed pretty much the same 
during this period, including 
tiie jewelry.” 

Vasireddy explained the 
colors of tiie gowns more than 
4.000 years ago represented 
the colors of nature. Today it is 
more of a fashion statement to 
wear a wide variety of colors, 
according to Vasireddy 

“Look at the *Sindhur\ the 


red mark on the forehead,” 
Vasireddy said. “The scientific 
reason for this mark is to pro- 
tect the pineal gland present 
at that spot in the brain. 

“This gland is sensitive to 
light, and the red powder 
made from turmeric cuts off 
the harmful rays from the sun, 
as India is basically a very hot 
country.” 


Vasireddy described the 
Brahmanic period, about 3,000 
years ago, to the audience. At 
this time the period “Varna” or 
the Caste system was the order 
of the day, according to 
Vasireddy. 

“Education was considered 
to be the birth right of only the 
high castes like Brahmins (the 
priests), Khsatriyas (the war 
riors) and Vysyas (the mer 
chants),” Vasireddy said. 
“Intellectual work was eonsid 
ered to be superior to manual 
work. 

“As a result Sudras (all low 
castes in professions such as 
agriculture, pottery and car 
pentry) and women began to 
lose place and suffered many 
restrictions as feudalism has 
I set in.” 

The society was patriarchal 


and women and sons were con- 
sidered the property of man, 
according to Vasireddy. 

“We now present the 
Brahmanic woman,” 
Vasireddy said. “Observe her 
dress and her jewelry. Ba- 
sically, she had chains all over 
her body symbolizing her slav- 
ery.” 

Black beads worn around 


the neck, rings worn on the 
toes and the Sindhur worn on 
the parting of the hair, accord 
ing to Vasireddy, all became 
signs of marriage and have 
come to be confined to women. 

“The Brahmanic period was 
followed by the Buddhist pe- 
riod,” Vasireddy said. “Lord 
Buddha, too, did not treat wo- 
men equally. Women were 
looked down upon as inferior 
to man even during this pe- 
riod. 

“Then came the foreign in 
vasion and the Muslim period 
and along with it many social 
evils, to safe guard the honor 
of Hindu women.” 

During this period, the Pur 
dah system, no part of the wo- 
man is exposed to anyone 
except her husband. 

”We present the next social 


evil, child-marriage and Sati, 
cremating the widow alive 
with her dead husband,” 
Vasireddy said. “This was con- 
sidered to be the best honor 
bestowed upon a woman.” 

The Muslim period was fol- 
lowed by the British period. 
Even before the British took 
over India, the Christian mis- 
sionaries tried to impart edu- 
cation and setting up separate 
schools for girls. 

“Even then very few girls 
went to school, only from the 
high social status families,” 
Vasireddy said. “We present to 
you the women during this pe- 
riod. You need to observe that 
she could wear her hair 
bobbed, she could wear her 
blouse sleeveless and wear 
shoes or footwear of any kind 
for the first time.” 

Until this time, Vasireddy 
explained it was taboo for wo- 
men to wear any kind of shoes. 

“Many of the social evils 
that appeared during the Mus- 
lim period, had been reformed 
during the British period,” 
Vasireddy said. “Child mar- 
riages were forbidden and so 
were the widow cremations. 
But, widows were forbidden to 
wear anything that was color- 
ful. • 

During the independence 
movement, under the leader- 
ship of Mahatma Gandhi, wo- 
men began to break the 
shackles and see light as they 
par icipated actively in the in- 
dependence movement, ac- 
cording to Vasireddy. 

“Following independence 
the Indian parliament enacted 
laws giving rights to women in 
marriage, divorce and inheri- 
tance,” Vasireddy said. 

“Not only bringing in jeans 
and T shirts, but also increas- 
ing the divorce rate, neglect of 
children and weakening of 
kinship," Vasireddy said. “So, 
the Indian woman has come a 
long way, from the Vedic pe- 
riod to this day.

Some of the alternative 
methods of school financing 
have not proven to be palat- 
able with voters. An increase

While state officials search

Drunk driving is expensive 


It’s obvious that drinking 
and driving can be hazardous 
to a motorist’s health, but con- 
sider the impact on their pock- 
etbooks. 

A conviction for drunk driv- 
ing can be very expensive, ac- 
cording to the Michigan 
Association of Insurance Com- 
panies. 

First, there are the legal 
fees involved in a drunk driv- 
ing charge, court costs and 
fines. Then, motorists can ex- 
pect a big jump in auto insur- 
ance rates, if convicted of a 
drunk driving offense. 

A recent study by the asso- 
ciation found that the princi- 
pal driver of a 1991 Ford 
Taurus who is convicted of op- 
erating a motor vehicle while 
impaired (OWI), will pay about 
64 percent more for auto insur- 
ance coverage. A conviction 
for operating under the influ- 
ence (OUIL) or with an unlaw- 
ful blood alcohol level (UBAL) 
will mean an average rate in- 
crease of 80 percent -resulting 
in an annual premium of about 
$2,400 in Lansing, for example. 

, “Accidents which result 
from drinking and driving are 
very costly,” Terry Buckles, 


president of MAIC, said. “This 
is reflected in the higher pre- 
miums which are charged to 
motorists convicted of drunk 
driving.” 

A driver with a blood alco- 
hol concentration of .10 per- 
cent is six times more likely 
than a sober driver to cause an 
accident, the insurance indus- 
try spokesman added. In Mich- 
igan, it is illegal to operated a 
motor vehicle with a blood al- 
cohol level of .10 percent. 

Stricter laws against drunk 
drivers and increased public- 
ity surrounding the dangers of 
getting behind the wheel after 
drinking, have contributed to 
the decline in the number of 
fatal accidents involving alco- 
hol in Michigan. Still, more 
than 1,200 individuals were 
killed and another 108,000 
were injured last year in alco- 
hol- related crashes. 

In Michigan, state law re- 
quires insurance companies to 
establish a plan for charging 
higher rates to motorists who 
have substantially at- fault ac- 
cidents and/or convictions for 
driving violations. These extra 
charges vary by company. 

However, individuals con- 


victed of drunk driving 
charges normally will not be 
able to purchase auto insur- 
ance from regular insurance 
carriers, Buckles said. 

Michigan law also permits 
insurance companies to refuse 
auto coverage to those with 
such convictions during the 
past three years. 

Most motorists with drunk 
driving convictions must ob- 
tain insurance form the state 
high-risk pool,, the Michigan 
Auto Insurance Placement Fa- 
cility. 

The penalties in Michigan 
for operating while impaired 
(first offense) may include a 
fine of up to $300, court costs, a 
jail sentence of up to 90 days, 
up to 45 days of community ser- 
vice and suspension of driver’s 
license for 90 days to one year. 

Those drivers convicted of a
